Text of 4-Power Treaty 
to Keep Peace in Pacific 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10. 


HE text of the 4-power treaty laid before the arms conference 


TP tecas follows: 

‘The United States of America, 
Japan, 

‘With a view to the preservation of the general peace and the 
maintenance of their rights in relation to their insular possessions and 
insular dominions in the regions of the Pacific Ocean: 

‘Have determined to conclude a treaty to this effect and have 
appointed as their plenipotentiaries: 

‘The President of the United States of America. 

‘His Majesty the King of the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland and of the British dominions beyond the seas, Emperor of 
India, 

‘And for the Dominion of Canada, 

‘For the Commonwealth of Australia, 

‘For the Dominion of New Zealand, 

‘For India; 

‘The President of the French Republic, 

‘His Majesty the Emperor of Japan: 

‘Who, having communicated their full powers, found in good and 
dus form, have agreed as follows: 

ARTICLE 1. 

‘The high -contracting parties agree as between themselves to 
respect their rights in relation to their insular possessions and ipsular 
dominions in the regions of the Pacific Ocean. 

‘If there should develop between any of the high contracting 
parties a controversy arising out of any Pacific question and involving 
their said rights which is not satisfactorily settled by diplomacy and 
is likely to affect the harmonious accord now happily subsisting be- 
tween them, thev shall invite the high contracting parties to a joint 
conference, to which the whole subject will be referred for consideration

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WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.— Tuesday I went to hear the President address |

Hitherto my observations have 
been centered upon the 
Bullding and the 
Building up by the White House, and 
they have been conaerned with the 
good intentions and great projects 
that glow and expand like great iri- 
descent bubbles about the confer- 
ence that is going on in this region. 
But the conference, whatever free- 
aom it has to think and discuss, has 
no power to act. Until the Senate 
by a two-thirds majority has in- 
dorsed the recommendations of the 
President, the United States cannot 
be committed to any engagement 
with the outside world. This is a 
fact that needs to be written irf large 
letters as a perpetual reminder in 
the editorial rooms and type offices 
of all those Europeans who write 
about or deal with the foreign rela- 
tions of the United States. For the 
Constitution of the United States is 
as carelessly read over there as the 
Anglio-Japanese alliance has been 
read here, and it is as dangerously 
misconceived. Through that first dis- 
astrous year of the peace, Europe 
imagined that the President was the 
owner, rather than the leader, of 
the United States.

It was with great interest and cu- 
rjosity, therefore, that I went down 
to this assembly at the Capitol to see 
the President dealing with his Legis- 
lature. Here was the place not of 
suggestions but of decisions. What 
goes through here is accomplished 
and done—subject only to one thing

Court, if it is challenged, that the 
is constitutional. 

I went down with—what shall I 
Say—sOme prejudiced expectations. 
The Americans resemble the English 
very closely in one particular: they 
abuse their own institutions continu- 
ally.

ROAD BOND REFERENDUM VALUE OF SPECIALISTS 


Dr. S. D. Lockwood of Pasadena’ 


Petition to Be Circulated in Ef-, 


fort to Prevent $60,000,- 
000 Project.

Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 10.— 
Steps for a referendum on the road 
bond bill. passed at the special ses- 
sion of the Legislature which ad- 
journed a month ago, will be imme- 
diately taken by the Missouri Farm- 
ers’ Association, William Hirth, its 
head, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today over the long-distance tele- 
phone from his home in Columbia. 
The purpose of the referendum is 
to defeat the $60.000,000 road bond 
project of the State. 

The immediate effect of the ciwcu- 
lation of the petition, if a sufficient 
number of signers is obtained to sus- 
pend the law, will be to prevent the 
expenditure of $10,000.000 on the 
roads of the State in 1922, and limit 
the expenditure to approximately 
$2 800.000 

Decision for the referendum, 
Hirth said, was reathed at a meeting 
of the Executive Committee of the 
association at the Marquette Hotel 
in St. Louis last Thursday. He said 
the meeting was attended by 20 
members. 

Hirth was the leader of much 
the opposition to the good roads pro- 
gram at both the special sessions of 
the Legislature this year. He fought 
through an attempt to organize the 
farmer members of the Legislature 
to prevent the passage of the good 
roads bil] at the first special session 
in the summer. He was defeated, 
but succeeded in preventing the 
passage of a bill permitting the issu- 
ance of the bonds immediately 
Through his activities and those of 
persons associated with him, the Leg- 
islature fixed the date of the issu- 
ance of the first $10,000,000 of bonds 
for March 1, 1923 

This action meant that there would 
be another regular session of the 
Legislature before the bonds would 
be issued, and the opponents of good 
roads would have an opportunity to 
conduct a campaign to defeat candi- 
dates who were favorable to road 
progress

extremes in dress and social customs 
of women simply represent a phase 
of evolution which to the thinking 
man and woman is encouraging evi- 
dence that the world is making 
progress in spite of speolous reason- 
ing and ostensible signs of a con- 
trary nature. As this may sound par- 
adoxical, it is only necessary to call 
attention to the fact that in all 
ages mankind has been somewhat 
irrational in his instincts. Mortals 
have always yearned for that which 
was forbidden and have ever been 
fascinated by that which was hidden, 
irrespective of the outcome. 

The writer had occasion at one 
time to discuss the topic of social 
hygiene with an intelligent young 
woman who served as a mode! for 
several artists. She declared that it 
was her custom to disrobe immedi- 
ately on entering the studio, in which 
instance all went well. If, however, 
there was some reason for delay, 
and she appeared partly nude, then 
there was evidence that undesirable 
influences were militating and the 
seance was not’as a rule successful. 
There is, of course, the more com- 
mon illustration of the savage 
tribes, who, though lower down in 
the stage of evolution, and more 
fully possessed of the animal in- 
stincts, give less evidence of their 
functioning in a perverted manner, 
because these tribes use very little 
of bodily garb.

transitions which she has had to 
undergo since the time when she 
was little more than a beast of bur- 
den, has overstepped the boundary 
just a little, but this is a natural hu- 
man mistake. Anent the short skirt 
problem, there is only one opinion 
which a public health physician can 
give, and that is that the long skirt, 
from whichever angle it be consid- 
ered, is an abomination and an in- 
sult to womanhood when we attempt 
to mummify her appearance and 
trammel her activity. TRe matter 
of rouge and other adornments has 
its revolting aspects from-the fact 
that the good girl, who innocently 
utilizes this stuff, does not realize 
that she is resorting to tactics which 
remove the possibility of differenti- 
ating her from the demimonde. If 
this matter were carefully and tact- 
fully presented, there is no doubt 
that a good deal less of rouge et al 
would soon be evident. This topic 
naturally leads on to the ever per- 
tinent query, why it is that parents 
insist on keeping their children in 
ignorance, but that involves the great 
field of educatién, which happily is 
making rapid strides in some sec- 
tions of our country. 

There. has as yet no valid reason 
presented itself as a serious objec- 
tion to the bobbed hair - when there 
is some logical benefit to be derived 
by doing so. Anefit the subject of 
cigarette smoking, I do not believe 
that the normal girl or woman has 
the time or inclination to indulge in 
this questionable procedure, or the 
repulsive one of drinking whisky. 
Here again the question of the ef- 
fects of liquor on the control cen- 
ters in the brain would open a vast

permit me to state that while I have 
as a rule been neutral on questions 
involving the championing and sus- 
taining of women’s rights, etc., my 
experiences as a physician and pub- 
lic health officer lead me to the con- 
clusion that the American woman 
is innately of good sound fiber, and 
that the seeming deviations from 
normalcy in moral and social ques 
tions are mainly the outcome to 
some extent of the neglect of tact- 
ful education at the proper period 
of life, but in greater proportion to 
influences over which we have little, 
if any, control.
